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Chronicle 
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Supes Zap Taser Budget 


Supervisors Cohen, Fewer, and Yee teamed up to dismiss the $3 million funding request.

The fierce debate over the city’s 
$11 billion budget continued this 
week, as supervisors on the Budget 
and Finance Committee took aim at 
the San Francisco Police Department. 
A conversation around whether or not 
to support SFPD’s request for two new 
training academy classes — budgeted 
at a whopping $7 million each — be- 
gan Friday, continued Monday, and 
was further extended to Wednesday, as 
Supervisors Malia Cohen, Norman Yee, 
and Sandra Lee Fewer interrogated 
Chief Bill Scott about why exactly the 
force needed 250 more officers. 

In the midst of this heated battle, 
another arguably just as important 
decision was made — remarkably, in a 
mere few minutes. Supervisors voted 
3-2 to withdraw $2 million of Mayor 
Mark Farrell’s budget dedicated to 
purchasing tasers. Another $1 million 
reserved for buying more supplies in 
the following fiscal year was placed on 
hold. 

In doing so, Cohen, Yee, and Fewer 
neatly put a pin in years of work by 
SFPD, the Police Officers Association, 


and the Police Commission, all of 
which have fought hard for the right to 
equip officers with the weapons. 

Despite significant public opposi- 
tion, the Police Commission approved 
tasers last November, although with 
stringent guidelines on training and 
the appropriateness of their use, and 
a hold on distributing them to officers 
until the end of 2018. 

Monday’s Budget and Finance 
Committee vote makes that end-of- 
the-year goal impossible, and their 
reasoning appeared as a thinly veiled 
criticism of the department’s history 
with force. 

Fewer cited cost-estimate discrep- 
ancies as her main reasons for not 
supporting the funding. SFPD request- 
ed $3 million total for the new equip- 
ment, but officials failed to provide 
an accurate estimate of exactly how 
much each weapon cost. They claimed 
a catch-22: There’s apparently no way 
to negotiate the price for a bulk order 
from a vendor without having the 
funds in hand, and yet the funds would 
not be handed over without under- 
standing the true cost of the purchase. 
When interrogated further, a rough 





would take an additional six to 10 hours 
per officer. 

“We are not allowed to start this until 
December 2018, which gives us a lead up 
to have that training ready to go,’ Walsh 
said. “It’s going to be stepped and mea- 
sured as a gradual rollout.” 

His argument fell on deaf ears. “We 
don’t know the true cost of it yet,” Fewer 
said. “We want to get everyone on board 
for training first and then we can imple- 
ment this. I don’t think we are ready to.” 

She made a motion to remove the 
$2 million from the SFPD’s budget ear- 
marked for tasers, and hold $1 million 
for next fiscal year pending review. 
Supervisors Catherine Stefani and Jeff 
Sheehy opposed the motion, but it 
passed with Cohen and Yee’s support. 

With that single vote, the police de- 
partment’s taser policy is now on hold. 
And with the impending reshuffling 
of the Board of Supervisors and sub- 
sequently, each committee, it remains 
to be seen if SFPD will face a friendlier 
lineup when the budget comes under 
review next year.

Commander Peter Walsh told the 
supervisors that approving the budget 
was an important step in completing

A November ballot measure 
Subtly targets renters asa 
source of funding to preserve 
the city’s eastern seawall. 


A new ballot measure is officially 
on its way to voters in November, and 

it might be a hard sell. On Tuesday, the 
Board of Supervisors gave its final ap- 
proval for a measure that would provide 
$425 million for much-needed repairs to 
San Francisco’s eastern seawall. 

It’s a timely effort, as the century-old 
barrier is crumbling and is badly in need 
of repairs. Sea levels are rising, and the 
whole piece of infrastructure — which 
stretches three miles from Fisherman’s 
Wharf to the mouth of Mission Creek, 
near AT&T Park — provides valuable 
protection from the water for businesses 
and residences along the Embarcadero. It 
also preserves the city’s ability to draw in 
billions of dollars through tourism and 
the Port of San Francisco. 

If it isn’t repaired, the legislation 
states, the seawall “will likely suffer 


significant damage in a major earth- 
quake, causing widespread harm to the 
Embarcadero; historic buildings and 
piers; critical transportation, utility, and 
emergency response infrastructure; and 
the residents, works, and visitors who 
depend on them.” 

Further, an earthquake could cause 
the seawall to move five feet into the 
Bay, accelerating flooding, the effects of 
which we can already see on rainy winter 
days when waves break over the wall 
near the Ferry Building. 

Written as such, it sounds like the be- 
ginning of an action movie starring Kief- 
er Sutherland, but the threat of collapse 
is real, as much of circa-1850 San Fran- 
cisco’s shoreline was many blocks inland 
from where it is today, too. What may 
deter voters from supporting the repairs, 
however, is how the legislation proposes 
the money be obtained. As written, it 
would increase property taxes by $13.23 
per $100,000 of assessed value, per year, 
for 24 years, and property owners would 
be able to pass on 50 percent of those 
costs to renters. 

Presumably, that’s intended to make 
it more appealing, but it might end up 
alienating both groups. Owners are 
targeted for increased taxes in nearly 
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every election, and tenants rights groups 
will no doubt suggest the money should 
come from sources other than the city’s 
renters. 

Local tenants’ rights organizations 
have yet to voice their support or op- 
position to this plan, although they’ve 
worked to block this exact scenario in 
the past. June 2018’s Proposition G, 
for example, levied a $298 tax on each 
parcel of property to help raise funds 
for teachers, but thanks to tenants’ 
rights groups, the measure explicitly 
stated that the fee could not be passed 
down to renters. 

The Seawall Earthquake Safety 
Bond ballot measure will require a 
two-thirds majority to pass, and an 
initial poll conducted by the Port of 
San Francisco in January showed that 
73 percent of city residents supported 
the idea. 

But even if the ballot measure does 
pass, it’s just a drop in the bucket for 
the amount of money needed to fix 
the seawall. The initial funds would 
pay for the most urgent improvements 
through 2026, but experts say the 
entire seawall eventually needs to be 
replaced — a project that is estimated 
to cost $5 billion. NS

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The Socialists That Could

As the recent election ramped 
up in late February, a freshly formed 
justice committee within the San Fran- 
cisco Democratic Socialists of America 
knew supporters of the police union- 
backed taser measure would vastly 
outspend any opposing campaign. 
They also knew they had just two 
options: Hope someone else would 
come up with a strategy, or take the 
lead to defeat it. 

So, as leading DSA member Shanti 
Singh puts it, they basically said, 
“Fuck it, let’s take on the cops.” 

In the end, the DSA formed a 
No on Proposition H campaign that 
had a mere $80,000 to counter the 
$439,000 war chest of the measure’s 
supporters. In spite of that disadvan- 
tage, H was defeated by a margin of 
61-38. 

Of course, it helped that several 
city officials like SFPD Chief Bill 
Scott were against it, and that the 
American Civil Liberties Union lent 
the group a good deal of support. 
But the resounding defeat led by the 
year-and-a-half-old DSA against the 
powerful Police Officers Association 
shook the political status quo. 

“Hopefully, this defeat shows 
politicians like [state Sen. Scott 
Wiener and Supervisor Jeff Sheehy] 
they don’t need to kowtow to the 
POA,” says Alex Post, the No on H 
campaign manager and DSA justice 
committee co-chair. 

While the No on H campaign was 
raging, another DSA-backed mea- 
sure, Proposition F, which would give 
all San Francisco renters a right to 
counsel, also passed with a healthy 
margin. Although San Francisco 
moderates won the mayor’s office, 
progressive — and, yes, socialist — 
ideas otherwise won resoundingly at 
the ballot. 

But electoral campaigns are far 
from the DSA’s bread-and-butter as 
coalition-building, grassroots-orga- 
nizing defenders of the working class 
— and they’re ready to take on many 
more fights to prove it. 

“We’re fundamentally aware that 
we're the new kids on the block,” 
Singh says. “We're not here to save 
the world by ourselves. We’re here to 
learn from and build power for the 
working class of the city.” 

San Francisco’s DSA chapter came 
seemingly out of nowhere, but a 
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previous iteration formed in 1982, 
when the New American Movement 
and Democratic Socialists Organizing 
Committee joined forces. But by the 
1990s, the country’s rightward turn 
caused it to dwindle, according to one 
of today’s DSA founding members Curtis 
Steckel. 

Along came the 2016 Bernie Sanders 
revolution, which made socialism a more 
appealing ideology for activists hungry 
to remind Americans of the nation’s 
growing wealth gap. Steckel met Matt 
McGowen, another founding member, 
on Twitter and they attended the DSA 
East Bay meetings while exploring what 
it would take to launch a chapter in San 
Francisco. 

Five S.F. socialists got together in No- 
vember 2016, and eventually established 
the San Francisco chapter the following 
April. Today, it has about 700 dues-pay- 
ing members, and 16 committees to 
focus on issues like housing, homeless-

ness, and environmental justice. 

“We see, every single day, that capi- 
talism is not working. I think people are 
very sick and tired of the rich calling the 
shots for us,’ says Jen Snyder, Yes on F’s 
campaign manager and another leading 
DSA member. “This is the right time and 
DSA is the right voice for it.” 

In contrast to many of the city’s 
political organizations, the DSA’s first 
instinct is not to charge into a situation, 
but to approach marginalized com- 
munities and ask how they can help 
elevate pressing issues. Justice For 
Mario Woods Coalition, Greenaction, 
and various tenants groups have been 
collaborators. 

Rufus Watkins of the Midtown Ten- 
ants Association struck up a friend- 
ship with many of the DSA members 
while they were volunteering for Dean 
Preston’s District 5 supervisorial cam- 
paign. The members quickly became 
concerned with the little attention 


paid to the broken promise of coopera- 
tive ownership for Midtown residents, 
many of whom were victims of the 
Fillmore’s urban renewal. As a result, 
the DSA rallied at City Hall to help 
prevent the demolition of affordable 
housing units. 

“DSA helped Midtown to be a force 
in the city,’ Watkins said. “Their model 
of coalition-building will last a long 
time in S.F politics.” 

This month’s electoral successes 
proved it, not only for DSA-backed 
measures but for others they simply 
endorsed, like Proposition C, which 
would create universal child care. So 
when DSA members needed help on 
Prop. F, it made sense for groups like 
Causa Justa/Just Cause and the An- 
ti-Displacement Coalition to support 
them, by knocking on 60,000 doors 
and calling thousands of people. 

“We're at a point now that it’s un- 
derstood that we’re in a severe housing 
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crisis,’ Snyder says. “It was really just 
about DSA being that mouthpiece, be- 
ing that framework.” 

Though elections aren't the sole 
focus of the DSA, another one is com- 
ing up in November, and members are 
looking to follow up on the group’s 
June success. Getting Our City, Our 
Home — which would impose a gross 
receipts tax to fund supportive hous- 
ing — on the ballot is the next step to 
Prop. F. The group also backs longtime 
Bayview organizer Tony Kelly for Dis- 
trict 10 Supervisor. 

But beyond electoral politics, they 
just want to be there to help other 
organizations, from Midtown tenants 
to the Coalition on Homelessness, and 
show up when justice calls. 

“We're always doing more,” Singh said. 
“T don’t think we know how to stop.” 
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Saving Glide’s Soul 


The United Methodist Church is trying to overhaul the identity of San Francisco's beloved Glide Memorial, 


but Glide is fighting to keep the faith.

The most popular church in San 


Francisco is not very popular with its 
parent church right now. Glide Memo- 
rial Church, the gospel music-rocking 
Sunday destination that’s also one of 
the city’s most relentlessly generous 
charitable organizations, has had its 
clergy removed as the United Method- 
ist Church seeks to change Glide’s mis- 
sion from “Charity First” to “Methodist 
Church First.” 

This dispute jeopardizes the nearly 
$20 million Glide spends every year 
on free meals, its homeless shelter, 
and HIV and medical services for San 
Francisco's neediest residents. 

The United Methodist Church 
(UMC) has reassigned all of Glide’s 
pastors elsewhere as part of a broad- 
er attempt to make Glide Memorial 
a more traditionally Methodist op- 
eration, one that does not so openly 
welcome and serve the public at 
large. 

“The great majority of the partici- 
pants at Glide’s Sunday Celebrations 
claim other faiths, such as Jewish, 
Buddhist, Muslim, and Wiccan,” 
UMC California-Nevada Confer- 
ence Bishop Minerva G. Carcafio 
complained in an email to pastors 
obtained by SF Weekly. “Atheists and 
Agnostics comprise another segment 
of the Glide community. 

“We seek to be in good and loving 
relationship with persons of other 
faiths,” Carcafio adds. “However, this 


should never cause us to lose our 
own faith.” 

Carcafio reassigned Glide pastors 
Rev. Angela Brown and Rev. Theon 
Johnson III to duties elsewhere in 
the Bay Area, and Methodist church 
officials told Glide, “You are not 
free to hire any pastor.” Brown and 
Johnson both presided over their 
final Glide services on Sunday, and 
as of press time, Glide is without an 
assigned pastor. 

Glide Memorial Church itself is 
not the organization that finances 
the $20 million in free meals, shelter, 
and health care services that the facil- 
ity provides; that money is raised and 
administered by the nonprofit Glide 
Foundation, which is concerned that 
Bishop Carcafio wants to minimize 
Glide’s outreach to non-Methodists. 

“She disapproves of Glide because 
of our values, that we are inclusive, 
that we are unconditional and lov- 
ing,” Glide Foundation CEO and Pres- 
ident Karen Hanrahan tells SF Weekly. 
“That is the root of this philosophical 
difference.” 

Glide Memorial is not your regular 
Methodist church. Its massive budget 
is operated by the Glide Foundation 
Board of Trustees, a 24-person over- 
sight committee that still includes the 
church’s trailblazing icon Rev. Cecil 
Williams (now retired and serving as 
an emeritus pastor) and his wife Jan- 
ice Mirikitani. 

Carcanio also sits on that board, as 
do very well-connected bigwigs like

TPS Challenge 


A San Francisco judge dismissed the Department of Justice's 
request to dismiss a Suit filed by nine TPS-holding plaintiffs.

Hanrahan is quick 
to note that Glide, one 
of the best-attended 
Methodist churches 
in the country, still 
enjoys the goodwill of 
practicing Methodist churchgoers 
nationwide. 

“We have had an outpouring of 
support from Methodists around the 
United States, Methodist leaders, 
clergy, laypeople, parishioners,” Han- 
rahan says. “We've received emails, 
calls, and messages of support be- 
cause of the special place that Glide 
holds in the Methodist community.” 

But if Glide Memorial cannot 
maintain its unique status as a radi- 
cally inclusive colossus of charitable 
giving, the church will consider split- 
ting off from the United Methodist 
Church. 

“We had not gone into this think- 
ing that we would like to split,” Han- 
rahan tells us. “Right now, we have to 
put all the options on the table.” 

The United Methodist Church gen- 
erally wins its disputes with individ- 


viduals become undocumented and 
can be deported. 

In search of a loophole to stop 
tens of thousands of people with TPS 
status from being deported, plaintiffs 
allege that if the Trump administra- 
tion’s decision to end TPS involves 
racial discrimination, it violates indi- 
viduals’ rights to equal protection. 

The plaintiffs’ suit landed in the 
court of U.S. District Judge Edward

ual church chapters, largely because 
regional chapter leaders like Carcafio 
control the purse strings, and have 
the ability to hire and fire personnel. 
With that in mind, it’s difficult to pre- 
dict how a protracted fight between 
Glide and the United Methodist 
Church would play out. 

“This is just the beginning,” Wil- 
liams said at a unity rally for Glide 
Memorial last Thursday on the steps 
of City Hall, referring to Glide’s fight 
to maintain its inclusive, indepen- 
dent spirit. 

But with the way things are going, 
this could also be the beginning of 
the end of Glide Memorial Church as 
we know it.

“I’ve stayed here [legally] for 
34 years, but I don’t have legal resi- 
dency,” Orlando Zapeda, a TPS holder 
from El Salvador, said as he stood out- 
side District Court in San Francisco Fri- 
day. “We’re a part of the growth and the 
development of this great country, and 
because of that we deserve respect, and 
we deserve permanent residency.” 

In March, nine plaintiffs filed a 
suit against the federal government 


over its decision to end TPS , or tem- 
porary protected status, for a number 
of countries, including E] Salvador, 
Haiti, Honduras, and Sudan. TPS is 

a legal status granted by the federal 
government to residents of countries 
in need of humanitarian relief, but is 
not a path toward citizenship. Usual- 
ly, it is given after an environmental 
disaster, such as the earthquake in 
Haiti in 2010. Once TPS ends, indi-

Mayor-elect London Breed has 
begun assembling a staff to work along- 
side her in the Mayor's Office. On Mon- 
day, she announced via Facebook Live 
that Sean Elsbernd, a former San Fran- 
cisco supervisor, will be her chief of staff. 
It’s the first appointment she’s made 
since being elected. 

Elsbernd served as supervisor for 
District 7, covering Twin Peaks and 
Lake Merced (which is now Norman 
Yee’s district) between 2004 and 2013. 
In an “adieu” article in the Chronicle 
the year he was termed out, he was de- 
scribed as a “curmudgeon,” known for 
smacking his microphone in frustration 
during his meetings. Then-fellow super- 
visor David Chiu apparently once called 
him “a 66-year-old man in a 36-year-old 
body.” 

Personality quirks aside, Elsbernd 
has a long history in public service. 
While supervisor, he won legislation 
that required the city to prioritize 
infrastructure needs, and fought for a 
fiscally responsible city every step of 
the way (sometimes, at the cost of pro- 
gressive values). 

Elsbernd currently works in U.S. 
Sen. Dianne Feinstein’s office, and will 
not make the move to the Mayor’s Of- 
fice until after the November election. 
To help with the transition, Jason 
Elliott, who served as chief of staff to 
Mayor Ed Lee, and now to Mayor Mark 
Farrell, will stay in his post through 
August. 

Breed herself takes office in July. 





brother and I also depend on TPS to 
stay united as a family.” 

After a weekend of deliberation, 
Chen turned down the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Justice’s request to dismiss 
the plaintiff’s case. 

“Plaintiffs have plausibly pled that 
President Trump made statements 
which a reasonable observer could 
construe as evidence of racial bias an- 
imus against non-white immigrants, 


and that he thereafter influenced and 
tainted the Department of Homeland 
Security’s decision-making process 
with regard to TPS,” Chen stated on 
Monday. 

As a result, a hearing will be held 
on the suit in August or September 
— a tight timeline, as those from Su- 
dan are scheduled to lose TPS rights 
Nov. 2.

‘Permit Patty’ Brings Renewed 
Focus to Racial Tensions 
in Cannabis Industry 


Treatwell Health CEO Alison Ettel resigned after a video of her 


went viral this weekend.

Much like good deeds, it appears 
that no good meme goes unpunished 
either. 

On Saturday morning, Twitter user 
@_ethiopiangold shared a video of a 
woman appearing to call the police on 
an 8-year-old girl selling bottles of water 
near AT&T Park. Internet sleuths quick- 
ly determined the woman was in fact 
Alison Ettel, CEO of Treatwell Health — 
a cannabis company that offers products 
for both people and animals. 

Beyond the seeming absurdity of an 
adult calling the police to inform them 
that a child was selling water without 
a permit, many also noted that Ettel’s 
actions were yet another recent example 
of a white person reporting an Afri- 
can-American to the authorities over a 
pathetically minor violation. Inspired by 
other viral incidents that occurred at a 
Philadelphia Starbucks in April and an 
Oakland barbeque in May, Twitter users

wasted no time in demanding a boycott 
of Ettel’s business, while also glossing 
her with the hashtag #PermitPatty. 

Several local Bay Area dispensaries 
appear to have heard the message loud 
and clear. 

In an email sent on June 23 — the 
day the incident occurred — SPARC 
dispensaries informed their customers 
that “effective immediately, we have 
ceased our relationship with Treatwell 
and will no longer sell their products.” 
SPARC CEO Erich Pearson elaborated 
on his company’s position in an email to 
SF Weekly. 

“SPARC is driven by a set of core 
values that help our staff and customers 
feel good about the selection of products 
we offer,’ Pearson says. “We encourage 
diversity, we are committed to treating 
people with respect, and we aim to be 
good neighbors. In this case, we felt a 
continued relationship with TreatWell 
fell short of our own values and those of 
the community we serve.”

SPARC wasn't alone in taking action. 
Magnolia Oakland issued a statement on 
their Instagram on Sunday stating they 
toowould no longer work with Treatwell. 
In a clever twist, they are also soliciting 
suggestions of non-profits to serve as 
the recipients of any proceeds they make 
from sales of their remaining Treatwell 
inventory. 

“We would love to donate to an or- 
ganization that provides opportunities 
to young women of color interested in 
becoming entrepreneurs,’ they noted. 

San Francisco’s Barbary Coast has 
also announced an end to their partner- 
ship with Treatwell. 

“Treatwell products are no longer 
carried at Barbary Coast and were pulled 
from our shelves Saturday morning,” 
Executive Director Jesse Henry tells 
SF Weekly. “As a shop [whose] owners 
were born and raised in San Francisco 
and still live here with our families, 
Barbary Coast takes pride in support- 
ing our city’s diverse community.” 

Business dealings aside, Ettel vehe- 
mently denies any racial component to 
her actions. 

In a detailed statement provided 
to SF Weekly, Ettel notes that she was 
working next to where the girl in ques- 
tion was peddling her wares. She was 
“...shouting, ‘two dollars — get your 
cold water’ next to the ballpark from 
around 1 p.m. till the game started 
around 7:15,” Ettel said. According 


to her statement, Ettel asked her 
building’s security guard to request 
they“keep the noise down” but the 
guard was unable to help. 

“I went down,’ Ettel continues, 
“and said, “You are shouting very loud- 
ly and I cannot work! Can you move 
around the corner?’ The lady with the 
kid said, ‘We are not moving’ with pro- 
fanities laced throughout her speech. 
She told me to ‘go ahead, call the 
police. It escalated from there. I never 
spoke to the little girl. My comments 
were to the woman. I said I believed 
you needed a permit to vend there and 
you shouldn't be allowed to do this 
without one. That’s when the taping 
started — after I walked away.” 

Ettel further notes that any idea 
that her motives were race-related is 
entirely false. 

“I never made any racist com- 
ments,” she says. “I’m amazed at this. 
I’m not a political person. I was talking 
to a woman who was white. And I 
did not know about the situation in 
Oakland last month. I have never done 
anything to warrant anyone ever ac- 
cusing me of any kind of racism. Peo- 
ple who know me are pouring out their 
support saying the racism accusation is 
ludicrous. I’m a people pleaser. Period.” 

Ettel concluded her statement by 
noting that since the video in ques- 
tion went viral, she has received death 
threats and that multiple individuals 


have attempted to create fake Face- 
book profiles in her name. On Tuesday, 
Treatwell announced that Ettel had 
resigned from the company. 

An official statement released by 
Treatwell notes, “It is Ms. Ettel’s belief 
that TreatWell, its employees, and pa- 
tients should not have to suffer because 
of a situation that occurred in an esca- 
lated moment. And she regrets her part 
and is remorseful.” 

The nature of the cannabis industry 
is itself fraught with racial tensions, 
chiefly concerning the financial gain the 
legalized market has afforded a largely 
white and affluent demographic after de- 
cades of targeted minority prosecution 
and incarceration. Thus, it’s not surpris- 
ing to see the outrage that has stemmed 
from this episode. 

However, as bad as the optics of the 
video may look, it is also fair to ask our- 
selves if, without the benefit of verified 
context, this clip alone is sufficient cause 
to end someone's livelihood. By all ap- 
pearances, Ettel will be dealing with the 
results of her actions for many months 
to come. Perhaps that’s for the best, 
but we would all do well to think twice 
before rushing to adopt the court of 
hashtags as a definitive form of justice.

This week’s column expands on last week’s 
discussion of the implications of CalFire’s recent 
reports faulting Pacific Gas & Electric for a doz- 
en of last October’s wildfires. While last week I 
focused on the ramifications for direct victims of 
the firestorm, this week I will look at the broader 
impacts to the California public. Sadly, this topic 
feels more timely than ever as Northern Cali-

fornia’s first major wildfire of year continues to 
burn out of control since it began in Lake Coun- 
ty on Saturday. 

According to the California Department 
of Insurance, 18,465 homes and 2,586 busi- 
nesses were destroyed in October’s North Bay 
firestorm. Public policy and market dynamics 
will determine how these enormous losses are 
ultimately apportioned among victims, insur- 
ance companies, government agencies, parties 
found liable for causing the blazes and the public 
at large. While the source of some fires — in- 
cluding the Tubbs Fire, which ranked as the 
most destructive in California history — are still 
under investigation, the two CalFire reports re- 
leased in the past five weeks suggest that much 
of the fault, and therefore a large portion of 
eventual financial liability, will lie with PG&E. 

Already down $14 billion in the stock mar- 
ket, the company’s own predicted losses from 
potential settlements total another nearly $10 


to account for attorneys’ fees, the costs of 
repairing and improving its own infrastructure 
and the increased price of liability insurance. 
Arguing that year-round fire seasons caused by 
climate change have inflated the baseline costs 
of disaster preparedness, PG&E is making every 
effort to offload some of its liability on the state 
and, crucially, pass some of its costs onto cus- 
tomers in the form of rate hikes. 

As applied by the courts pursuant Section 
1260.040 of the California Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure, California’s inverse condemnation law 
assigns 100 percent responsibility to public 
utilities, whether publicly or privately owned, 
for all damages found to be caused by their 
power infrastructure, regardless of fault. This 
interpretation of inverse condemnation law has 
been applied consistently since 1872 and was 
most recently reinforced in an April 26 tentative 
ruling against PG&E in the 2015 Butte Fire Cas- 
es. Consistent with legal precedent, Judge Curtis 


E.A. Karnow has rejected PG&E’s argument that 
inverse condemnation claims should be dropped 
from the North Bay Fires class action lawsuit. 
Given these unfavorable decisions, PG&E’s most 
likely course is to continue lobbying the state 
legislature to amend the law going forward, 
which would not affect its liability for the North 
Bay fires. Currently, no such legislation is under 
consideration. 

For the moment, PG&E can still argue that, 
if it is required to compense no-fault damages, 
it should be able to pass these costs onto its 
customers. The California Public Utilities Com- 
mission has the power to protect consumers 
from undue costs by permitting utility compa- 
nies to only shift costs incurred “prudently” and 
will have to determine which of PG&E’s costs 
from the October firestorm thereby qualify to 
be passed onto consumers. Senate Bill 819, 
currently approved by the state Senate and 


also passed in the Senate and is pending in the 
House, would allow a public utility to pass its 
liabilities onto consumers so long as it formu- 
lates and adheres to a comprehensive “safety, 
reliability, and resiliency plan” meeting specified 
standards and to be updated every two years. 
Less tangibly, Governor Brown has also signaled 
to PG&E that he takes their concerns seriously, 
stating in a March 13 press release that the state 
is committed to updating liability rules and 
regulations “in light of the changing climate and 
the increased severity and frequency of weather 
events.” 

The bottom line: California consumers can 
expect to be hit by at least a modest hike in their 
utility bills. And depending on future govern- 
ment actions, these new financial burdens may 
multiply with each new fire season.

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“It’s such a punk story,” says 
Devo's Jerry Casale. 

He’s remembering the time in 
1977 when the band thought they 
were about to be arrested at Iggy Pop’s 
house. 

“We were playing the Starwood, 
which was like a competition for the 
Whisky a Go Go. Who shows up but 
Toni Basil, and she has brought Iggy 


Pop along. They were both already fans. 


Unbeknownst to us, they had started 
telling everybody about Devo. They'd 
even given a cassette to Neil Young.”

Shortly after that concert, the band 
found themselves hanging out with 
Pop at his beachside home in Malibu. 

“There was a table full of every pos- 
sible drug you could want,” Casale says 
with a laugh. “He was still mixing Lust 
for Life, and we went out there to jam 
with him and stay at his place.” 

At some point during their stay, 
Pop's then-girlfriend appeared, and 
the Stooges frontman whisked her 
away in a rented 1966 GTO Pontiac 
convertible, promising Casale he'd be 
back shortly. 
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“They went out the door,” Casale 
says, and literally, like 15 minutes 
later, instead of him coming back, 
the cops come to the door because 
Iggy had managed to hit a phone pole 
on the PCH. He was taken in by the 
cops and his girlfriend was taken toa 
hospital. She turned out to be OK, but 
the cops came to the door to track him 
down. We were afraid, because we’re 
sitting there in this house full of pot 
and blow and everything else and the 
cops are beating on the door.” 

It sounds like a typical rock ’n’ roll 


story of the era, and certainly Iggy 
Pop's appetites and propensities have 
been well-documented. But ... Devo? 


What do you think of when you 
hear the name Devo? 

For most culturally literate people, 
it’s an image of art rock geeks clad in 
yellow DuPont Tyvek suits. You may 
recall the band’s energy dome head- 
wear: ziggerauts of bright red plastic 
inspired by the Bauhaus movement 
and Aztec temples. Certainly you'll 
think of “Whip It” — a pinnacle of

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New Wave synthpop and Devo’s only 
song to ever crack the Top 40 charts. 

However, for those who think Devo 
was simply a kitschy punchline for the 
late 1970s and early ’80s — yet anoth- 
er one-hit wonder in a period full of 
fleeting success and a bounty of future 
karaoke favorites — a history lesson is 
in order. 

Over the course of a career that’s 
spanned nearly 50 years, the band has 
produced an array of acclaimed songs, 
art films, and confrontational live per- 
formances. Although they've struggled 





to find commercial success for many 
of their endeavors, the cultural signif- 
icance of Devo has its fingerprints in 
everything from Nirvana to Pee-wee 
Herman. Far more than geeks with 
guitars, Devo is the continued em- 
bodiment of a theory that posits hu- 
mankind is not evolving, but instead, 
moving backward. They are punk by 
definition — and they have the stories 
to prove it. 

In fact, the band’s appearance this 
month at Oakland’s Burger Boogaloo 
— their first live show in four years — 
was made possible in part through the 
efforts of another highly beloved cre- 
ator of subversive art. Director and pe- 
rennial Boogaloo emcee John Waters 
wooed members Mark Mothersbaugh 
and Jerry Casale over the course of 
numerous emails, which ultimately led 
them to sign on to this special, one-off 
performance. 


Are they not men? 
They are Devo! 


In separate interviews, Mothers- 
baugh and Casale both credit Waters as 
a kindred spirit, especially when Devo 
was first starting out. 

“He gave us hope that maybe things 
don’t have to devolve,” Mothersbaugh 
says. 

“He was a big inspiration to me 
back when I was still trapped in Ohio 
and Pink Flamingos came out,’ Casale 
explains. “That movie was like a rally- 
ing cry for all of the disenfranchised 
people that weren’t mainstream, that 
were freaks, that felt like they were 
marginalized. I think growing up in 
Ohio when we did, we had much more 
in common with the Baltimore expe- 
rience than the New York experience. 
So we resonated with that stuff imme- 
diately.” 


The circumstances that first 
brought Mothersbaugh, Casale, and 
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the rest of Devo together were any- 
thing but amusing. In the aftermath of 
the infamous Kent State shooting on 
May 4, 1970, then-student Casale re- 
cruited Mothersbaugh, Bob Lewis, Rod 
Reisman, Fred Weber, and his brother, 
Bob Casale (aka Bob 2), to form an 
agitprop group dedicated to subverting 
the politics and consumerism of the 
day. 

While the tragedy at Kent State 
— where Jerry Casale and fellow stu- 
dent Lewis first toyed with the idea of 
de-evolution — can correctly be cited 
as the most direct impetus for Devo’s 
formation, the roots of the group that 
would one day become renegade elec- 
tro-punk pioneers sprang from many 
far-flung seeds. 

According to Mothersbaugh, fans 
have Burger King to thank as one of 
Devo’s earliest sources of inspiration. 

“There was nobody writing songs 





about what happened in Berkeley or 
Chicago or Kent State or any of the 
other cities where there was violence 
from the government,” he says. “We 
were looking around wondering how 
we could change things. If you don’t do 
it by protesting, how do you do it?” 

The answer came in the form of a 
1974 Burger King campaign that aired 
extensively on both television and 
radio. 

“They played Pachelbel’s Canon,” 
Mothersbaugh recalls, “which is one 
of the prettiest pieces of music ever 
written. It went [singing] ‘Hold the 
pickles, hold the lettuce. Special orders 
don’t upset us. All we ask is that you 
let us serve it your way.’ I remember 
thinking, ‘My God, that’s such an evil, 
manipulative way to sell hamburgers, 
but it was so successful.” 

In a move the band would go on 
to repeat many times over, Devo bor- 
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rowed from their enemies — in this 
case, the jingle-makers on Madison 
Avenue. 

“They make people do things that 
are bad for them,” Mothersbaugh ex- 
plains. “They make people buy things 
that they don’t need or shouldn’t eat. 
We asked ourselves how we could use 
those techniques. That’s part of how 
we got really interested in making our- 
selves a brand. We were trying to make 
it easy to understand what we were, 
but we also wanted to be like a burrow- 
ing earwig.” 

To accomplish this goal, they em- 
braced a manifesto of satirical social 
commentary and surrealist athletics. 
Their signature energy dome helmets 
came into play on the 1980 “Freedom 
of Choice” tour, following the adoption 
of the band’s “official” uniform: shiny 
plastic yellow suits that served in part 
as hazmat protection against a society 
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charmed by rampant consumerism and 
political malfeasance. 

As musicians, Devo experimented 
with unusual time signatures to cre- 
ate discordant pop songs that shared 
many attributes of ’80s New Wave — 
synthesizers, electronic production 
— but situated them within a cerebral 
and punk ethos that was fiercely self- 
aware. While 1980’s “Whip It” may be 
the song most immediately associated 
with the group, they continued to re- 
lease albums throughout the decade, 
and have periodically returned to the 
studio over the years for 1990’s Smooth 
Noodle Maps and 2010’s Something for 
Everybody. 

Until Devo left Ohio for a Holly- 
wood in 1977 — a move that would 
both temporarily thrust them into the 
mainstream while also giving the band 
its first taste of the shady machinations 
of major record labels — the outfit 
viewed music as but one of their many 
outlets for expression. Devo’s early 
work includes the song “Jocko Homo” 
and the film, The Complete Truth About 
De-Evolution. 

They also created a number of char- 
acters to populate the alternate reality 
that all of Devo’s work purports to exist 
within. 

There was Booji Boy (pronounced 
“Boogie Boy”), a masked persona of 
Mothersbaugh that embodied an eerily 
infantile demeanor, as well as equally 
demented creations like General Boy, 
Rodney Rooter, and Daddy Know- 
It-All. Together they rallied against 
nefarious organizations like Big Enter- 
tainment and the Pilgrims — the latter 
a group of television pundits propped 
up by corporate interests that would 
later jump from fiction to fact thanks 
to networks like Fox News. 

At the same time, pivotal musicians 
of the moment were also taking notice 
of Devo. 


In 1978, Devo was preparing to 
record its first album, the iconic Q: Are We 
Not Men? A: We Are Devo!, in Germany. 
Both Bowie and Brian Eno were eager to 
produce the band — although Bowie 
would bow out to film Just a Gigolo — 
and they were awaiting the group in Co- 
logne when they touched down. The 
problem? Jerry Casale wasn’t with them. 

“When we recorded our first album, 
Jerry was coming from Akron, but the 
rest of us were coming from Los Ange- 
les,” Mothersbaugh explains. “I remem- 
ber we stopped in New York to change 
planes, and Jerry got out of the plane 
and got on a pay phone with somebody. 
He got into this argument with them, 
and we all boarded the plane.” 

Casale ultimately missed the flight, 
which left the rest of Devo with a day 
to wait until he could rejoin them. With 
all the equipment set up in the studio 
and nothing to do, what can only be 
described as one of the most incredible 
jam sessions in history took place. 

“Eno and Bowie and Holger Czukay 


from CAN and [Dieter] Moebius from 
Moebius and Roedelius were all there,” 
Mothersbaugh says, “so we jammed. 
We ran through Devo songs and then 
we just jammed. I was given that tape 
when we were leaving the country by 
Conny Plank, the engineer, who had 
recorded it on two-track. That’s down 
in the basement of Devo right now.” 

Mothersbaugh says he’s never lis- 
tened to the session. He’s open to see- 
ing what Plank captured that day 40 
years ago, but explains that in order to 
hear the tape it will need to be “baked” 
— a process by which the deterioration 
of the binders in a magnetic tape are 
temporarily repaired so that it can be 
copied over to a fresh source. 

Among the other treasures still 
living in the Devo vaults are video 
recordings that director and frequent 
Devo collaborator Chuck Statler made, 
including the band’s 1974 performance 
at Kent State featuring Mark’s brother, 
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“That was the first time we met the 
Sex Pistols, after their very last show,” 
Mothersbaugh adds. “They came over 
to this house we were staying at, which 
was an apartment where they were 
putting together Search & Destroy. 

I think it was the editor of Search 

& Destroy’s place, and he let us stay 
there. We'd sleep on stacks of Search & 
Destroy magazine. The Sex Pistols came 
over and we partied all night. That was 
the last time I ever saw Sid Vicious and 
Nancy.” 

However, it would not be the last 
time Devo saw Sex Pistols’ frontman 
Johnny Rotten — or, at least, not the 
last time the two would share close 
quarters. 

In perhaps the most ludicrous 
moment of Devo’s career — and the 
most visceral example of their frequent 
clashes with record labels that failed 
to understand their mission — Virgin 
Records founder Richard Branson flew

had not been profoundly stoned, the 
story of Devo may have ended that 
day. “They could’ve scuttled Devo right 
then and there after all of our hard 
work,’ reflects Casale. Instead, the two 
men assumed Branson was joking and 
laughed the idea away. 

“It was like the hot air balloon 
burst,” Casale laughs. “They had to 
spend the night there and fly back to 
Akron the next day. Richard was su- 
premely bummed out.” 


While Devo may have initially 
called it quits in 1990, the band has con- 
tinued to reunite. In the meantime, 
Mothersbaugh and Casale have found 
new avenues to explore as well. Jerry re- 
mains hopeful that he can one day find 
the backing to bring one of Devo’s film 
projects that never materialized to life as 
a Broadway musical. 

Built around Devo’s cast of charac- 
ters and shadowy organizations, the

Jim, on drums. 

“T was Booji Boy and I played key- 
boards,” Mothersbaugh recalls. “Gerry 
was Chinaman and he was playing bass 
the whole night. It was probably the 
most radical we ever sounded. It was 
great, because we were opening up for 
a brand-new film that had just come 
out called Pink Flamingos. In honor of 
the movie, we ended the night play- 
ing “The Girl Can’t Help It.’ Booji Boy 
dropped his drawers and did a dance 
with a couple of scarves. He twirled 
little hankies around.” 

While Burger Boogaloo may be 
the home for Devo’s latest Bay Area 
performance, the band has long held 
a special affinity for San Francisco. It 
was at the now defunct Mabuhay Gar- 
dens on Broadway in North Beach that 
Devo first caught the attention of Neil 
Young, who invited the band to appear 
in his 1982 film, Human Highway. 

Devo was also in the area on Jan. 
14, 1978, where they saw the final 
Sex Pistols performance (before the 
reunion two decades later) at San Fran- 
cisco’s Winterland Ballroom. 

“We saw it all go down,” Casale 
confirms. 
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Mothersbaugh and Jerry’s brother, 
Bob, to Jamaica a month after that in- 
famous Winterland show to pitch them 
a radical idea. 

According to Casale, Branson had 
recently “strong-armed” Devo into 
signing away their European territory 
rights to Virgin, leaving him more than 
a little suspicious about what the busi- 
ness mogul now had in mind. 

“T was already put off by Richard 
Branson,” Casale says, “because of all 
the shaky, duplicitous things he had 
done with our Warner Brothers deal.” 

So instead Mothersbaugh and Bob 
Casale made the trip, where they were 
housed in a fancy Kingston hotel and 
treated to, in Jerry’s words, “some re- 
ally good Jamaican weed.” Then, while 
both Devo members were flying high, 
Branson unveiled his brilliant plan. 

“[Branson] says he’s got Johnny 
Rotten a few rooms away, staying in 
the hotel,” Casale recalls, “and that he’s 
got reporters from Melody Maker and 
Sounds Magazine in another room, and 
that he wants to announce that John- 
ny Rotten will join Devo and be our 
lead singer.” 

If Mothersbaugh and Bob Casale

story follows the band as they battle 
against the evil Universal Health 
Systems, who are trying to stop Devo 
from providing a low-cost cure to 

the epidemic disease ossobuco my- 
elitis. (Ihe ailment is fictitious, and 
somehow incorporates osso buco, an 
Italian dish of braised veal shank, and 
myelitis, an inflammation of the spinal 
cord.) There’s a Turkey Monkey and 

a monopolistic record company, and 
many of Devo’s most beloved songs 
throughout. 

“If anybody should do a musical,” 
Casale says, “it’s Devo. It’s part and 
parcel of our original manifesto and 
concept.” 

Meanwhile, Mothersbaugh has 
found success as the head of Mutato 
Muzika, the Los Angeles music produc- 
tion company he founded in 1989. In 
his work as a composer, he’s often col- 
laborated with director Wes Anderson, 
and created music for the cult classic 
Pee-wee’s Playhouse and a number of 
other films, television series, video 
games, and commercials. 

Yet Devo lives on — at least for 
now. Their warning call can be heard in 
the social media outrage and television 





pundits that race to document the 
latest evidence that humanity may, in 
fact, be devolving before our eyes. 

“There’s no comfort in being able 
to say, ‘I told you so, ” Mothersbaugh 
says. We talked about having a con- 
scious choice in what happens to you 
in your life. We called it ‘conscious 
mutation.’ It was based on being aware 
of what’s happening to you and in your 
name. The only silver lining I can see 
with Trump is that I think he’s shown 
people that things do matter, and that 
there are choices. I’m just hoping he 
will be an inspiration for people to be- 
come active again. We needed a Nixon 
when I was a teenager. Maybe teenag- 
ers now need a Trump.” 

Just as Devo was able to channel 
their outrage into one of the most 
creative, enduring art projects of the 
past 50 years, perhaps the similar 
pains now being inflicted on a new 
generation will lead a fresh wave of 
subversive artists to step forward. The 
world could use another Devo — the 
continuation of a movement that re- 
fuses to stick its head in the sand and 
wait for better days. 

“It would be nice if the true punk 
spirit would live again,” Casale reflects. 
“We need art to again be an affirma- 
tion of life and values in the face of 
the corporate boot coming down and 
kicking you in the head.” 

For now, however, the original band 
is ready to once more unleash their 
madness. Although Bob Casale sadly 
passed away in 2014, the rest of Devo 
will suit up and take the stage with the 
same fury that first led two Kent State 
students to recruit a few friends and 
create art from anguish. 

Asked if Devo’s upcoming perfor- 
mance at Burger Boogaloo might be 
the beginning of a larger return for 
the band, Mothersbaugh is hesitant to 
look too far into what the future might 
hold. 

“This is a one-off thing, absolutely,” 
he confirms. “As far as doing some- 
thing beyond that? We'll see what 
happens. I love creating music and 
creating art more than performing the 
same show over and over again, which 
is kind of what happened with Devo. 
If I was told that David Bowie was 
coming back for two hours today, and 
while he’s here, I could either hear a 
brand-new Bowie album that no one’s 
ever heard or he'll play a Spiders from 
Mars show — the one that made me 
fall in love with him back in the ’70s 
— I would definitely want to hear the 
Spiders from Mars stuff, even though 
he’s probably bored with that show. So, 
that said, I’d be OK if we didn’t do this 
again.”

Carolyn Drake's photojournalistic exhibit on Western China's majority-Muslim Uyghurs at SFMOMA challenges the profession's emphasis on 
Separation between artist and subject.

Like other geographically re- 


mote areas — central Congo, eastern 
Yemen, and eastern Myanmar — China’s 
Xinjiang Uyghur Autonomous Region 
cycles through the news because of one 
thing: bloodshed. China’s conflict stems 
from the government's repression of 
the region’s majority-Muslim people 
known as Uyghurs, with news photos 
from the region typically showing Chi- 
nese soldiers with weapons patrolling 
the streets, Uyghur people circling near 
mosques, and Uyghurs (pronounced 
“ooy-goors’) who've been killed or put in 
so-called re-education camps. 

Photographer Carolyn Drake upends 
this narrative, and the result is an indel- 
ible SFMOMA exhibit, “Wild Pigeon,” 
that shows what happens when an out- 
sider makes a leap of faith and involves 
the very people she was supposed to 
keep at a photographic distance. Drake 
gave Uyghurs her photos of them and 
some art supplies, and these men, wom- 
en, and children remixed Drake’s images 
— drawing pictures on them, writing on 
the borders, and cutting them into col- 
lages. The results surprised Drake, who 
initiated the collaboration after adhering 
to a cardinal precept of photojournalism: 
Maintain objectivity, and maintain a 
separation between the surveyor and the 
surveyed. 

For seven years, Drake traveled to the 
Xinjiang Uyghur Autonomous Region 
from Istanbul, where she lived. 

“I was feeling more and more uncom- 
fortable with this kind of documentary 
photography that I was engaged with, 
which is this traditional method of 
blending into the scenery and becoming 
a fly on the wall,” she tells SF Weekly. 
“This process of bringing prints and 
sitting down with people, and talking to 
them face-to-face about what could be 
done with them, was liberating. It felt 
more human to me — more like I was 
being present.” 

Drake titled her project and ex- 
hibit after a Uyghur short story by 
Nurmuhemmet Yasin, whom Chinese 
authorities arrested after the story’s 
publication and sentenced to 10 years in 
prison, where they are presumed to have 
killed him. 

“The understanding I have is that 
he’s dead,” Drake says, “but there’s no 
official documentation of the fact that 
he’s dead.” The book that accompanies 
the third-floor exhibit (and which is dis- 


played there for people to read for free) 
features Yasin’s Wild Pigeon story, an 
emotionally wrenching piece that uses 
birds as metaphors for the way that Uy- 
ghurs are jailed, killed, and subjected to 
Chinese government crackdowns. 

In the story, which China has banned, 
authorities put the main pigeon in a cage 
— exposed enough that he can see his 
mother outside the bars but trapped so 
that he can’t do much of anything else. 

“This cage is supremely clever in its 
cruelty,’ the pigeon says in the story’s 
narration, which scholar Dolkun Kam- 
beri translated into English. “Whoever 
designed such a device was truly an iron 
fist with the blackest of hearts — de- 
termined to immobilize small creatures 
such as me even though I can bring them 
no conceivable benefit.” The main pigeon 
chooses death rather than being “forced 
to live like a slave.” 

Drake’s book includes reproductions 
of photos on exhibit at SFMOMA, but to 
protect their identities, the book omits 
the names of the 23 artists who collaged 
and drew on the images. It’s dangerous 
to be a Uyghur in China — dangerous to 
practice their religion, dangerous to talk 
to foreign journalists, dangerous even to 
suggest that the Xinjiang Uyghur Auton- 
omous Region should be anything but 
under oppressive Chinese control. 

In the Uyghur diaspora, many Uy- 
ghurs call the Xinjiang Uyghur Auton- 
omous Region “Uyghuristan” or even 
“East Turkestan,” which reflects its an- 
cient history as an independent nation 
with a Turkic-speaking populace that 
was of majority Uyghur descent. Nearby

imperial powers — whether China or 
the former Soviet Union — have always 
coveted and tried to subject the region in 
various ways. Human Rights Watch has 
condemned China’s recent crackdowns, 
which have reportedly included the forced 
collection of DNA samples, fingerprints, 
iris scans, and blood samples from all 
region residents between ages 12 and 65. 
For years, China has been populating the 
region with ethnic Han Chinese from out- 
side the area. 

The images on SFEMOMAs walls por- 
tray the Xinjiang Uyghur Autonomous 
Region as a place where Uyghur life was 
being lived in all its dimensions. Drake 
photographed a Uyghur girl in school 
learning the alphabet, then returned a few 
years later with the image, on which the 
girl drew a horse, tree, school accessories, 
and four iterations of the Uyghur letter “A.” 
China has since shut down Uyghur-lan- 
guage schools. 

Drake, whose honors include a 
Guggenheim fellowship and a Fulbright 
fellowship, photographed Uyghur men 
on horseback riding across one of the 
region’s many magnificent deserts — to 
which a Uyghur added a moon overhead 
and a house that signifies stability. The 
Uyghur artist and his family had recently 
been forced to leave their own house 
in Kashgar, a major city that was also 
prominent on the ancient Silk Road that 
once connected East with West. Then 
there’s Drake’s photo of another desert 
area, this one with real pigeons flying 
overhead — but that also has drawn-in 
mountains, drawn-in cars, drawn-in pi- 
geons, and drawn-in men.

The Uyghur artists included a man 
tortured by Chinese authorities, who'd 
been looking for the man’s son in the 
wake of 2009 riots in the region’s cap- 
ital, Urimai, which led to hundreds of 
Uyghur arrests and disappearances. 
The renderings on Drake’s photo show 
the tortured man’s son fleeing to 
nearby mountains for safety. In an “in- 
tense” session, Drake interviewed the 
father in a room with four other Uy- 
ghur men, who also discussed Yasin’s 
Wild Pigeon story. 

“The men took great risk meeting and 
speaking with me,” says Drake, whose 
book also features straightforward 
photos of Uyghur life without remixing. 
“Thad to secretly follow one guy at a dis- 
tance down the street and around curves 
to get to the meeting place so nobody 
would know we were together.” 

Chinese authorities briefly detained 
Drake on her 2009 trip to the Xinjiang 
Uyghur Autonomous Region, in the af- 
termath of the Uriimai riots, but as she 
tells SF Weekly in her phone interview, 
“It was a very tense time, and I was there 
on a Friday when people were coming 
out of the mosque and Uyghurs started 
marching in the street, and the area was 
infiltrated by military with machine 
guns, and they immediately shot and 
killed three men. I tried to take pictures, 
and that’s why I was detained. But I’m 
an American, and this is one thing I’ve 
realized over the years: There’s a lot of 
privileges that come with that, and most 
of the time there’s no danger that I'll be 
incarcerated or killed like other people 


could be.” 


Like Drake, who now lives in 
Vallejo, the Indian artist Vivan Sund- 
aram tags photos with drawings and 
writing — but the drawing and writing 
are his own, and they’re from a period in 
the mid-1960s, when Sundaram was in 
his 20s and experimenting with artistic 
styles. And instead of Uyghur scenes, 
Sundaram tweaks the black-and-white 
photos of sacred, ancient Indian sculp- 
ture — turning them into funny, Pop 
Art-ish works that stand out for both 
their reverence and their irreverence. 

Sundaram’s photos line a corridor of 
“Divine Bodies,” the Asian Art Museum 
exhibit that mixes historic art with mod- 
ern pieces and, in the museum’s words, 
encourages art-goers “to ponder the 
power of transformation, the possibility 
of transcendence, and the relationship 
of the body to the cosmos.” Who says 


you can't laugh as you transcend toward 
another state of being? In Sundaram’s 
playful works, like Khajuraho #1 from 
1965, millennium-old Indian reliefs get 
darkened hair, sunglasses, suits and ties, 
and personalities. On top of Khajuraho #1, 
which Sundaram rearranged to feature 

a mod couple, Sundaram writes, “Hey 
honey, let’s get out of here fast, before 
they find out who we are.” One of India’s 
most venerated artists, Sundaram has 
delved into painting, sculpture, and oth- 
er mediums, and is known for his heady 
experimentation. 

Since the beginning of photography 
in the early-to-mid-1800s, artists have 
taken images and written and drawn 
on them — especially on the backs of 
the photos, to add context and other 
information, including names and dates. 
A picture may be worth 1,000 words, 
but a picture without any words is an 
unfinished picture, many artists say. 

The words, scribbles, and drawings on 
Drake’s and Sundaram’s photos break 
with convention in an analog way — an 
old-fashioned mirroring of newish inter- 
net programs and mobile apps that let 
users reframe any image with their own 
writing, scrawls, or “premade” emojis 
and images. Drake and Sundaram im- 
provised. What we see on the third floor 
at SEFMOMA and the first floor at the 
Asian Art Museum are scenes plucked 
from people’s imaginations. They’re 
dreams of “make believe” that can be 
understood for their larger implications 
or simply appreciated for the small ways 
that they alter reality and make it more 
meaningful. 

The dreams of China’s Uyghurs have 
been crushed since Drake last visited 
in 2013. But they’re there on the walls 
at SFMOMA. And on the ground there, 
where beautiful carpets feature dialogue 
from Wild Pigeon (like “my mother 
warned me’) that hint at the fate of 
millions of people. Drake and SFMOMA 
are effectively bringing the Uyghurs’ 
story — pictures and words — to amuch 
bigger audience.

For three years, Lauren YS’s 
Mushroom Eater has draped the outside 
wall of a SoMa restaurant, Brickhouse 
Cafe & Saloon. And in those three 
years, the artist’s life and the city 
she once called home have changed 
dramatically, while the mural itself is 
surprisingly intact. That’s surprising, 
as Mushroom Eater was only supposed 
to be there for six months or so. But 
the mural’s longevity is a good thing, 
because Mushroom Eater is funny and 
provocative — with references to Jap- 
anese culture, gender, and street art, 
and Lauren YS’s own idiosyncrasies. 
The artist is obsessed with mush- 
rooms, which dot the entirety of her 
mural, including the sandwich that 
the central figure is about to eat with 
a “yechh” expression on her face. The 
restaurant’s artistic preferences influ- 
enced the making of Mushroom Eater. 
“They had requested the work 
indirectly reference the menu, and I 
already work with a mushroom motif, 





and they had a mushroom burger — 
so that was the whole idea behind it,” 
Lauren YS tells SF Weekly. “I use a lot 
of mushroom imagery because I’m 
really interested in them as art objects, 
and as organisms. They reproduce by 
releasing spores through their gills, 
and they’re possibly the future of sav- 
ing the environment. | think they’re 
very beautiful.” 

Lauren YS, a contributing writer 
to Juxtapoz magazine who has almost 
20,000 Instagram followers, studied 
English and art at Stanford and gradu- 
ated in 2013. In 2015, SF Weekly wrote 
about Lauren YS’ collaborative work, 
Rock, Paper, Scissors, which is also still 
going strong near the corner of Market 
Street and Van Ness Avenue. 

Mushroom Eater originated when 
Rocha Arts, a SOMA art space and 
company, commissioned eight women 
artists to paint murals and gallery 
work in what it called a “Wander & 
Wayfare” festival. Lewis Carroll’s Alice 
in Wonderland is an influence on Lau- 
ren YS’ work — and the main figure 
in Mushroom Eater is “a young woman 
making her way through the world 
and deciding what she thinks reality 
is,” and her expression “is a vibe that 
came from Samurai imagery. Often, 
they have that expression going on. I 
was leaning toward having the imagery 
have a more aggressive feel since I get 
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included in these all-female 
things quite often. And even 
though I like to paint feminine 
imagery, I like the energy to 
have a more aggressive feel 

to it.” 

For three years, Lauren YS 
traveled around the United 
States making murals, then 
moved to Oakland for a bit, 
and then in 2016 — after the 
Ghost Ship fire — to Los Ange- 
les, from where she’s planning 
another move, this time to 
Australia, where she has an 
upcoming exhibit. Lauren YS 
says she can't afford to live in 
San Francisco anymore after 
relinquishing her space a few 
years ago. Mushroom Eater may 
be her last piece here. 

“It’s really amazing to still 
have work in San Francisco 
even though me and all my 
friends have been driven out 
of San Francisco,’ Lauren YS 
says in her phone interview from Los 
Angeles. “It’s still my favorite city, but I 
feel like a visitor there. There’s no way I 
could ever live there again. It’s sad.” 

Still, she says, her few years in the 
Lower Haight “were really crucial for 
me in starting my career, so I’m really 
grateful.” And her regular travels and 
recent mural work — including in 


Japan, China, South Korea, Nepal, and 
Australia — “have been incredibly re- 
warding — the time of my life. 

“T’ve definitely become more com- 
fortable with color and spray paint 
and with pushing my imagery,’ she 
says. ‘Especially given events from the 
past year, I’ve really dug into paying 
attention to what my work — ina

Samuel (Robert Pat- 
tinson) is a wealthy numbskull who 
travels into the Old West to rescue his 
sweetheart Penelope (Mia Wasikows- 
ka), who’s been kidnapped by the no- 
good Anton Cornell (Gabe Casdorph) 
and his brother Rufus (co-director 
Nathan Zellner). He also enlists the 
aid of the timid, not-really-clergy 
Parson Henry (other co-director David 
Zellner) to wed Samuel and Penelope 
upon her rescue. To say more would 
ruin Damsel’s many surprises, though 
while it’s set in a very different milieu 
than Kumiko — Damsel’s world is as 
warm and green as Kumiko’s was cold 
and wintry — it’s also a dry and very 
funny culture-clash comedy that plays 
on many of the same themes, such as 
the expectations placed on women to 
get hitched at a certain age, whether 
they particularly want to or not. It’s 
also a joy to see Maps to the Stars’ 
Wasikowska and Pattinson reunited — 
and speaking of Pattinson, some peo- 
ple are still all “lol sparkly vampire” 
about him.

Famous misanthrope Werner 

Herzog is listed as “Advisor” in the 
opening credits of Search for General 
Tso director lan Cheney’s new docu- 
mentary The Most Unknown, and while 
it shares Herzog’s sense of curiosity 
about the universe’s riddles, it’s 
dominated by a humanistic optimism 
that’s all Cheney. The Most Unknown 
plays a game of tag as Scientist A visits 
Scientist B, who shows Scientist A the 
wonders of their research as well as

the mysteries they’re trying to solve. 
Scientist B then travels to a far-flung 
destination to visit Scientist C, who 
shows a properly gobsmacked Scien- 
tist B what they’re up to, after which 
Scientist C hops on a plane to visit 
Scientist D, and so forth. None of the 
nine scientific pursuits on display can 
be covered in-depth, but there are still 
mindblowers such as physicist Jun Ye 
telling geobiologist Victoria Orphan 
how the time dilation effects of Gener- 
al Relativity as seen in the movie Inter- 
stellar can be used to predict volcanic 
eruptions, which is like whaaaaaat? A 
necessary byproduct of the picture’s 
globetrotting is the diversity among 
the scientists in both ethnicity and 
gender, but it also thankfully goes un- 
commented upon; notably, it’s treated 
as a matter of course when both sci- 
entists are female. The Most Unknown 
demonstrates how both science and 
society can progress. SC 


Five Seasons: 
The Gardens of Piet Oudolf 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Yerba Buena 
Center for the Artsin San Francisco 
and the Rialto Cinemas

“T put plants on stage and let them 
perform.” Piet Oudolf delivers pithy 
statements like this one throughout 
Thomas Piper’s documentary Five Sea- 
sons: The Gardens of Piet Oudolf. He de- 
livers them in the unhurried cadence 
of SNL’s Jack Handey but without the 
satirical bent. As the camera follows 
the 73-year-old Dutchman to the var- 
ious gardens he’s designed, a portrait 
of Oudolf emerges as a plant whisper- 
er. By pinching a bud, he predicts that 
a magnolia tree will flower in 14 days. 
Standing in front of a field where as- 
ters grow into artemesia, he states his 


design philosophy as “a landscape you 
would dream of but would never find 
in the wild.” Oudolf believes plants 
are beautiful both when they’re flow- 
ering and when they’re not. Cut into 
seasonal segments that begin and end 
in autumn, the film is a series of floral 
and grassy still-life paintings brought 
to life by Oudolf’s appraising eyes and 
hands. He’s rarely seen sitting down.

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Some thoughts ona salad lounge on Valencia Street.

I used to be a fan of retaining 
old signage when a legacy business 
went under — particularly in the 
Mission where sensitivity around the 
disappearance of (mostly Latinx) cul- 
ture runs high. It seemed kind. Pig & 
Pie hung on to the Discolandia sign on 
24th Street, and Top Round Roast kept 
it after Pig & Pie closed. On 20th Street 
is the 20 Spot, a wine bar with the sign 
of the record store it used to be. But 
what felt like preservation now feels 
like fossilization, and a sort of talisman 
of woke awareness to neutralize any 
charge of gentrification. 

“We know what used to be here, and 
we loved it, too,” these signs seem to 
say. But something something innova- 
tive empowerment community.” 

Every time I walk into the high-end 
salad spot Mixt at 901 Valencia St., 

I think of La Rondalla (1951-2007, 
2014-16), the Mexican dive named for 
a Medieval Spanish band of lute-play- 
ing minstrels, and all the ridiculously 
stiff margaritas. La Rondalla’s fate was 
sealed long before Mixt ever moved in, 
so I want to be very clear that nobody 
kicked anybody out. But the sterile 
white walls and hyper-earnest market- 
ing — one infographic-covered wall 
boasts about how the “number of times 
our most loyal customers eat Mixt per 
month” is 21 — remind us that the 
transformation of Valencia Street isn’t 
nearly done yet, even if the original 
signs are still there. 

This Mixt location brings the 
company right up to San Francisco’s 
formula-retail threshold of 11, and as 
this is basically a flagship, that feels like 
a savvy move. Any further shops and 
Mixt will have to seek conditional ap- 
proval, so good thing they have La Ron- 
dalla’s gaudy mid-century arrow intact. 
It might not read “La Rondalla’” in red 
forever, though. A rendering depicted it 
replaced with the Mixt design, and on 
a recent visit, a painter was already at 
work on the business’ doorframe. 

I’ve never lived in the Mission and 
I don’t mean to adopt its struggle as a 
personal cause, but Mixt’s calculated 
inoffensiveness feels designed by a 
focus group convened in 2011. (A ceil- 
ing beam reads, “I really regret eating 
healthy today.” — No one ever.) Yes, 
Mixt is expensive, but so is everything, 
and if a family of four living on $120K 
a year from a single earner is now 
considered working-class by Bay Area 
standards, all questions of price com- 
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parisons are now moot. On the subject 
of cost and getting by in S.F,, it would 
be nice if Mixt had an option to leave a 
gratuity. Any legal gray area about shar- 
ing tips with the back-of-house staff has 
been cleared up. 

But the salads and grain bowls are 
good. Every one I tried, in fact, was 
good — although merely good, with 
little differentiation. The Nomad (a 
huge effing bowl of pearl couscous with 
arugula, wheat berries, cherry toma- 
toes, grilled chicken, assorted other 
veggie bits, with avocado green goddess 
dressing and kalonji) feels at once 
overwhelming and underwhelming. Its 
dozen ingredients yield a nice contrast 
of textures, but in the end. all the care 
lavished on their selection and all that 
blandly prolix, buzzword-studded mar- 
keting-speak about “making real food 
choices” just feels like a $13 bowl of 
vegetables without anything to tie them 
together. Ditto the Orchard, which 
spruces up kale and apples with smoked 
bacon, toasted almonds, and cheddar 
for $13.45 only to feel ordinary. Why is 
exuberant health so lifeless sometimes? 
If Mixt had a more varied or imagina- 





tive condiment selection beyond salt, 
pepper, and Sriracha, maybe we could 
self-actualize more fully through real 

food choices. 

The Francisco Park is probably the 
best item. An $11.95 beauty that piles 
the obligatory kale high with grilled 
peaches, goat cheese, toasted almonds, 
shaved fennel, and a matcha cashew 
dressing, it’s an ambassador for vege- 
tarianism with lots of tart and nutty 
notes and a nice bite. (The name refers 
to the 4.5-acre parcel in North Beach 
that’s destined to become San Francis- 
co’s newest playspace, and every time 
you buy one you contribute 50 cents to 
its eventual construction.) While kom- 
bucha on tap is always fun, there are 
various iced teas and lemonades that 
span the full spectrum of sweetness. I 
usually deflect to near-sugarlessness, 
but the seasonal guava lemonade was 
very sweet and equally satisfying. 

Around the corner — but still in- 
side — a secret weapon is gestating. 
Wholly unlike the art-gallery whiteness 
of the main dining room is Mixt’s “salad 
lounge,” a supposedly cheeky salon 
where we will someday be treated to

kale mimosas and other self-aware 
treats that may be parodies or ways of 
parrying parody. As is, it’s dim and par- 
titioned off by a gold doorway chain, it’s 
got a leather couch and seating around 
various two-tops — and if it’s not fully 
open yet, you can still go in there and 
eat your salad in strangely rococo envi- 
rons. Eating there alone is odd but I will 
take the bait as soon as the time comes. 

To its infinite credit, Mixt doesn’t 
throw pseudoscience about superfoods 
at you, and a sandwich board on the 
sidewalk requests that people respect 
the bike lane by not idling in it. (From 
the bottom of my heart, thank you for 
that.) But it’s hard not to remember that 
there used to be a weird Mexican dive 
here with trashy shows on TV and Xmas 
lights all year. The Valencia we have now 
is danger-free and nutritious to the point 
that bad decisions are no longer even 
possible, and it closes at nine.

There’s a very good chance 
you ve never been to the restaurant that 
serves some of the tastiest fried chicken 
in San Francisco, but you may have 
swung by to fill up your tank with un- 
leaded regular. Krispy Krunchy Chicken 
isn't quite the institution that Brenda’s 
Meat and Three or Blue Plate are, but 
don't knock this gas station poultry until 
you try it. 

Founded in Lafayette, La., in 
1989, Krispy Krunchy Chicken calls 
itself “one of the fastest-growing, 
convenience store-based quick-ser- 
vice restaurant (QSR) concepts in the 
nation, and San Francisco has two! 
There is one on Third Street in Bayview 
and another in the Mission inside a 
Gas & Shop station on the corner of 
17th Street and South Van Ness Ave- 
nue. KKC advertises its fried chicken 
as “Louisiana-style,” meaning it is 
pre-marinated, injected with a secret 
recipe, breaded, and heavily spiced 
with Cajun flavors like garlic, paprika, 
and black pepper. 

The meat is tender and juicy on the 
inside, while the outer shell crackles 
and has a little kick. The chicken is 
so popular, it’s fried in small batches 
every hour, ensuring the meat is hot,

fresh, and super-krispy. Beyond fried 
seafood and breakfast sandwiches, 
you ll find Louisiana staples like jamba- 
laya and red beans with rice, plus other 
Southern accouterments like biscuits, 
mac-and-cheese, and mash potatoes 
with gravy. 

If you ask me, though, these are all 
just distractions from the ridiculously 
cheap main attraction. The chicken 
is where it’s at: The combos are cus- 
tomizable with dark and white meat, 
ranging from two pieces for $4.49 to 
four pieces for $6.99, all served with 
a honey-butter biscuit. My favorite 
item on the menu is the krispy chicken 
sandwich, a simple fried chicken breast 
between a burger bun topped with 
nothing but dill pickle chips for only 
$3.79. Add a little hot sauce and some 
mayonnaise and you're good to go! I 
wish you luck in finding a more deli- 
cious chicken sandwich at that price in 
this city. 

Did I mention that this place is 
open 24 hours? So no matter when 
you re drunkenly wandering around 
the Mission, whether it’s noon ona 
Tuesday or 4 a.m. on a Saturday morn- 
ing, there will always be hot fried yard 
bird waiting for you on the corner. Just 
walk through the dark doors beneath 
the sign reading “cigarettes and can- 
dy,” and you'll see the glorious display 
of golden brown breasts and thighs. 
The fumes from the wings, legs, and 
tenders will cause the smell of petrol 
to quickly be replaced by spices and 
greasy fried skin. I think it might be 
time to go get my oil changed.

There’s a lot of changes afoot 
in Michael Mina’s vast restaurant 
group, which now numbers 32 prop- 
erties in all — one for every Kabbalis- 
tic path of wisdom or short film 
about Glenn Gould. Right here in 
S.E., the mothership has undergone a 
major menu overhaul as Executive 
Chef Raj Dixit has debuted a six- 
course tasting menu with a strong 
Egyptian-Mediterranean influence. 
But at nearby PABU, Ken Tominaga 
and Michael Mina’s izakaya, things 
are a little more playful. A new cock- 
tail menu pays homage to the films of 
Japan’s Studio Ghibli, particularly 
Spirited Away. While your parents 
won't turn into pigs anda creature 
named No-Face likely won't eat the 
servers who were just hoping for a 
nice tip, anumber of elaborate drinks 
make happy hour in the ground floor 
at 101 California St. is a must. It 
might be the one time that “magic” 
can appear in an ingredient list with- 
out eliciting a mandatory eye roll. 
That would be in the Haku’s 
Lair, a combination of Absolut Elyx 
vodka, manzanilla sherry, plum, 
citrus, egg white, and boba, plus 
a sort of edible confetti floating 
atop the foam. Butterfly peas are 
everywhere this spring, owing to 
their beautiful amethyst color, and 
in the Hokkaido Shrine — junmai 
sake, ostentatiously overproof na- 
vy-strength gin, olosoro, lavender 
pea tea, and lemon — plus a clump 
of juniper clothespinned to the rim 
of the glass with what can only be

called a roach clip. (It’s still beau- 
tiful, a pale, watery purple over a 
single ice sphere.) 

If it’s been awhile since you 
saw Spirited Away, you might not 
remember just how, well, viscerally 
gross some scenes are. (There is a 
disproportionately large amount 
of throwing up depicted.) Put that 
out of your mind completely with 
the belly-calming Tasteful Noodz, a 
mix of Mars Iwai Japanese whisky, 
Cynar, chicken ramen, mirin, and 
citrus. Enough of those and you 
might forget your name and be- 
come trapped in the spirit world, so 
best to switch to a Miyazaki’s Gar- 
den, a spartan aperitif made with 
Glasshouse shiso brandy, Chareau, 
citrus, and black pepper served in 
a coupe. 

Lest this list feel overly married 
to its idea, PABU offers a change of 
pace in the Madbum, a tiki-adjacent 
nod to a certain six-foot-five-inch 
pitcher. With roasted sunflower 
seed tequila, pineapple rum, a gen- 
erous wedge of charred pineapple, 
and agave shaken and served ina 
can of Anchor Los Gigantes Mex- 
ican-style lager, it might not be 
strong enough to lift a curse ona 
magic golden seal or get a once-in- 
domitable baseball franchise back 
into the World Series. But it goes 
great with chicken karaage.

Yes! It is the third Golden Gate Park 
event for All Day I Dream. I was orig- 
inally inspired to start these events 
for various reasons. I felt the parties 
at that time in New York, for me, were 
missing certain key elements. Instead 
of waiting for someone else to do it. 

I took it upon myself. My crowd has 
always been slightly older, so some 
didn’t want to go out every weekend 
anymore — but, obviously, still loved 
music and dancing. Girls had become 
few and far between at many events, 
and the crowd was literally 95 percent 
young white males. To me, the best 
events were always a mix of male, 
female, gay, straight, Black, white, 
green, pink, and blue. And everything 
in between. 

Music is a fabulous equalizer and 
the dance floor a brilliant place to step 
outside your usual group of friends. 

... Ihe music in the previous years had 
become somewhat of an insular expe- 
rience. Once again, I felt it was some- 
thing that should connect people. It 
had also become really stripped-back.

I’m not criticizing it at all, but it wasn’t 
for me. I'd been exploring and playing 
melodic music in a minimal world. I 
wanted to put everything I was doing 
and everything I knew into an event, 
so the only person at the end of the 
day to blame if it didn’t work was me. 


Were there any unexpected 
challenges you encountered 
while expanding the event? 
How have you retained the in- 
timate feeling of ADID while 
growing? 


There were so many challenges and 
there still are. Fortunately, I have a 
great team around me who work really 
hard to make it happen. I’ve gotten 
things really wrong at times, as I'd nev- 
er really employed or worked with a 
team in this way before. There’s a con- 
scious effort to make sure we do retain 
a more intimate feeling at the event 
even when we've grown the numbers 
in the way we have. I want the party to 
feel personal as it is personal. It does 
in many ways belong to everyone as 








they add to the experience through the 
way they dress or the positive attitude 
they bring to the event. 


Your new EP with Lost Desert 
sees its release this Friday. 
What can listeners expect? 


The EP is finally out. I’ve been play- 
ing the tracks since last year which, 
hopefully, means they have longevity. 

I worked once again with Lost Desert 
and our wonderful vocalist Junior Ak- 
werty. The tracks are really summery 
and pretty catchy. Even though Junior 
sings in Congolese, people always seem 
to be mouthing the words and singing 
along. Who knew so many people 
spoke Congolese? The third track, 
“Float on,” is an instrumental but real- 
ly very pretty and emotive — beautiful 
music for a summer day. 


What’s your favorite thing 
about the All Day I Dream 
event series? 


My favorite thing is and always will 
be the crowd. Seeing people smile so 
honestly and allowing their emotions 
to shine makes me very happy. 


What can we expect from Lee 
Burridge and All Day I Dream 
in the future? 


We've been working towards doing a 
full weekend festival. Initially, it was 
supposed to be in May but there’s so 
many more moving parts that I want 
to make sure we get right that it felt 
better to wait.
